WILMINGTON The 
Wilmington Board of Appeals 
‘voted 2 to 1 during its July 21 
meeting to deny the proposal 
by-Regency Place to build 120 
apartments on West Street. 
“Appeals Board member 
Danie} Wandell Jr, made the 
niption to deny the proposal, 
ahd his motion was seconded 
by-colleague Robert Doucette. 
Board-Chairman Charles Boyle 
iwas tHe lone dissenter. 

Wandell’s decision to reject 
the-proposal stemmed primari- 
ly from concerns about safety. 
= “I quoted their own traffic 
study, which mentions safety 
deficiencies, and the peer 

concurred,” Wandell stat- 
ed, “There is a 21E site two 
doors down with contaminants 
flowing through the property 
that they want to build on.” + 

Wandell mentioned the water 
issues. that are being faced by 
Wilmington, and he also took 


into consideration the charac- 
ter of the area that surrounds 
West Street. 

“Putting residential on top of 
commercial is not the way to do 
things,” Wandell stated. “Just 
knock on a few doors over on 
Oxbow Drive, if-you don’t 
believe that.” 

During Monday’s meeting, 
Boyle let his vote speak for 
itself. He did not elaborate on 
his decision to support the pro- 


posal, 

“I didn’t see the need for it at 
the time,” Boyle said. “The 
hearing portion had been 
closed, so nothing was left but 
to vote. I’ve expressed my posi- 
tion previously.” 

Boyle considers the project to 
be acceptable and in the best 
interests of the town. He has 
expressed concern that a denial 
would set the town up for the 
state to force the _ project 
through under the Chapter 40B

Superintendent McAlduff sees 
new post as opportunity to learn

WILMINGTON - The coming 
academic year, now scarcely 
six weeks away, signifies a 
brand new start for many local 
students. For William 
McAlduff, the newly appointed 


Wilmington Superintendent of 
Schools, the back-to-school sea- 
son will also herald a new 
beginning and a chance to 
learn more about the educa- 
tional needs and desires of the 


McAlduff, who kicked off his 
superintendency on July 1, suc- 
ceeded Geraldine O’Donnell, 
who retired at the end of the 
past school year after holding 
the post for ten years. 

“In my first three weeks here, 
everyone has been very wel- 
coming,” McAlduff reports. 
“T’ve been very impressed with 
the town administration and 
school officials that I've met. 
Wilmington seems like a great 
place to work.” 

McAlduff may be a new face 
in the Wilmington School 
Department, but he is an old 
hat when it comes to the world 
of education. He began his 
career at the Diamond Junior 
High School in Lexington, 
Massachusetts, where he 
taught middle school science 
and served as varsity ice hock- 
ey coach. He later became the 
principal of the high schools in 
both Lynnfield and Revere. 

For the last 6 years, McAlduff 
served as Superintendent of 
Schools in the King Philip 
Regional School District, which 
encompasses the communities 
of Norfolk, Plainville, and 
Wrentham. The district, which

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McCoy, Newhouse clash 
on counsel transition 


WILMINGTON - How.is the 
transition” going tween 
Wilmington’s former town 
counsel and its new one? It 
depends on who you ask. 

Selectmen Chairman Michael 
McCoy, for one, is not satisfied. 
He had hoped that the switch 
from Town Counsel Michael 
Newhouse to Town Counsel 
Paul DeRensis would go 
smoother. 

“The transition should have 
taken place in mid-June, not 
mid-July,” McCoy states. 

McCoy’s biggest point of con- 
tention revolves around a group 
of files that had not been deliv- 
ered to the office of DeRensis. 

McCoy maintains that he was 
informed that Newhouse had 
been instructed to hand all of 
his files to DeRensis by July 1. 

“Then it was July 8, and then 
it was July 14,” McCoy says. “I 
gave (Town Manager Michael 


Caira) a directive to take pos- 
session of all of those files and 
to personally bring them to 
DeRensis’s office the day after 
the last Board of Selectmen's 
meeting.” 

DeRensis, however, says that 
he is satisfied with the way that 
the transition is going. 

“Remember, I’ve only been in 
this position for three weeks,” 
DeRensis states. “In three 
weeks we've made a lot of 
progress.” 

DeRensis was appointed to 
the position of Town Counsel 
during the Board of 
Selectmen’s June 16 meeting. 
He officially assumed the posi- 
tion on July 1. 

According to Newhouse, he 
made a phone call to DeRensis 
within a few days of the 
appointment to offer congratu- 
lations and to set up an initial 
meeting for the transition. The 
first meeting took place on 


June 20 in Newhouse's office, at 
which time Newhouse and 
DeRensis went over the most 
pressing cases that Wilmington 
currently faces. 

“I have spoken to Attorney 
DeRensis, and he believes, as I 
do, that things are going as well 
as can be expected, particular- 
ly because of the time con- 
straints placed upon us," 
Newhouse states. “I also 
believe that Attorney DeRensis 
and I will continue to cooperate 
to ensure that the towh contin- 
ues to be in good shape.” 

McCoy is not convinced. 

One factor that affects the 
transition involves the number 
of cases currently facing the 
Town of Wilmington. 

DeRensis expressed surprise 
at the number of cases facing 
the Town of Wilmington. The 
Town of Randolph, which 
DeRensis also represents, has a

Teacher bones up on 
Alaskan dog sled races

WILMINGTON - Lots of 
teachers like to kick back dur- 
ing the summer and stay home 
and relax before returning to 
school in late August for anoth- 
er year of students and acade- 
mics. 

Not Lynne Gordon. 

Gordon, who teaches the sec- 
ond grade at the Woburn Street 
School in Wilmington, recently 
returned from a 12-day stay in 
Alaska, where she attended the 
Iditarod Conference. For the 
uninitiated, the conference 
focused on the history of sled 
dog races. 

The conference was spon- 
sored by the University of 
Alaska, the University of South 
Dakota, and the Iditarod Dog 
Sled Race Committee. Gordon 
was among 34 other teachers 
from around the country to 
attend the conference, but she 
was the only delegate from 
Massachusetts. 

Gordon has been teaching the 
Iditarod in her class room for 
the past five years, and has 
always wanted to attend the 
annual conference. 
Unfortunately, the conference 


is usually during the winter- 


months, making it hard to take 
the time off from teaching. 
This year, though, the commit- 
tee decided to add a summer 
conference. Gordon knew she 
could not pass this chance up. 

“I was reading the website, 
and around April I saw the 
announcement for the summer 
conference,” Gordon recalls. “I 
sent in my application and 
began to make the plans.” 

The conference is open to 
only 40 people, but, fortunately 
for Gordon, only 35 applied to 
attend, so she did not have to 
worry about not being chosen. 

The Iditarod is a sled dog race 
that is held on the first 
Saturday in March. The annu- 
al race commemorates an inci- 
dent in 1925 in which sled dogs 
raced to save the lives of chil- 
dren in Nome, Alaska by bring- 
ing them a serum to combat 
diphtheria. 

On March 3, 1973, the first 
commemorative race to Nome 
took place. There are two dif- 
ferent routes a sled dog-racing 
team can take: there is a north- 
ern route that can be taken dur- 
ing even-numbered years, and 
a southern route that can be 
run -during odd-numbered 


years. The race has grown in 
popularity every year since 
1973, and it has become 
Alaska’s best-known sporting 
event, despite the fact that 
there are dozens of other sled 
dog races around the state dur- 
ing the year. 

The race spans 1,000 miles 
and takes a little more than a 
week for the best sled dog 
teams to finish. There are 
checkpoints along the way, in 
order to monitor the health of 
the competing dogs, who, after 
all, do most of the hard work. 

“If a dog runs from five hours, 
then it must also rest for five 
hours,” says Gordon. 

The winner of the race gets 
more than fame and prestige. 
He or she gets $60,000 to boot. 
Each participant in the race 
leaves with a thicker wallet or 
purse, however, because every- 
one who takes part in the com- 
petition receives $1,049. That is 
a symbolic figure, in that $1,000 
of the sum represents the total 
of miles and $49 of stands for 
the fact that Alaska became the 
49th state in the country. 

Last year, a new record was

“Buford” to dine on a Big Fat Vocal Feast?

WILMINGTON - So, what do 
you get when you mix the vocal 
stylings of local 
pop/funk/world group All 
About Buford with the national- 
ly renown tones of Toxic Audio 
and the swinging sounds of 
three other a cappella groups 
from across the Northeast? 

The perfect recipe for a Big 
Fat Vocal Feast. 

On Sunday, July 27, the 
Stoneham Theatre will find 
itself home to the 2nd Annual 
Big Fat Vocal Feast, organized 
and hosted by All About Buford, 
a Boston-based a cappella band 
co-founded by Wilmington 
native Taunia Soderquist. The 
group, a rising star in the local 
music scene, has brought 
together some of the best vocal 
talent around and hopes to 
prove once and for all that a 
band without instruments still 
rocks. 

“Boston is a big a cappella 
town, in part because of the col- 
lege population,” Soderquist 
explains. 

She and other All About 
Buford members Amy Malkoff, 
Shah Salmi, Adeel Pandith and 
Wes Carroll, have the distine- 
tion of being the best in a town 
that knows its vocals. This year, 
All About Buford was the 
Boston Regional Harmony 
Sweepstakes champion, win- 
ning the goveted title before 
sold-out crowds. Malkoff also 
walked away with the award for 
Best Original Composition for 
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Split-dollar life insurance 
arrangements have long been a nice 
perk for executives, The company 
pays all or most of the premiums

“The event went very well last 
year. We had an almost sold 
out crowd,” Soderquist reports. 
“Our hope for this year is that 
the group Toxic Audio will pro- 
vide the name draw and give 
the smaller groups an opportu- 
nity to perform with a larger 
crowd.” 

But what should audiences 
expect from an all a cappella 
show? The members of All 
About Buford are quick to clar- 
ify some of the common mis- 
conceptions that surround the 
vocal music genre. 

“A cappella is just an instru- 
mentation, not a_ genre,” 
Malkoff explains. “When many 
people think ‘a cappella’, they 
think barbershop quartet or 
doo wop. We consider ourselves 
to be a vocal band, not a choral 
group.” 

All About Buford prides them- 
selves on a high-energy show, 
with plenty of outrageous cos- 
tumes (courtesy of Salmi), and 
a unique, but definitely rockin’, 
sound, 

“We've been described as hav- 
ing really good and complex 
arrangements, and having a lot 
of sound for only four people,” 
says Soderquist. “The group 


connects ideas orally and noth- 
ing is really written down. Its a 
lot more creative that way.” 

The future of All About Buford 
is certainly bright. The group is 
currently shooting a music 
video (their first CD, Supercar, 
was released last year) and is 
in talks with a production com- 
pany about a national tour. For 
the moment, however, their 
focus is simply on playing host 
to New England’s only vocal 
music fest of the summer. Their 
hope is that Big Fat Vocal Feast 
2003 will be a fulfilling experi- 
ence for musicians and audi- 
ence alike, 

“It’s a great chance to see 
what's going on in the music 
scene, and you can win some 
cool raffle prizes,” Soderquist 


says. 

And if All About Buford can 
convert some new groupies to 
their awesome vocal sound, all 
the better. 

“(A cappella] is different than 
what people think,” Malkoff 
asserts. “It’s not a kiddie show. 
We try to tread the line between 
artistically fulfilling and audi- 
ence fulfillment.” 

The show begins at 7 p.m. and 
tickets are $ 20 at the door.

handy. 


“What do you want a fire 
extinguisher for?” asked Lynch. 

“Well, you see, there is a fire 
in the upholstery of my car,” 
said Mason. He acted as though 
he thought it was a nuisance, 
and he really didn’t want to 
bother the police. 

“Just let her roll,” said Lynch. 
“That's the fire station, right 
down there!” He pointed down 
the hill to the ramshackle build- 
ing that houses the Wilmington 
Fire Department. 

The car rolled, and Lynch 
called the fire station. Dice 
O'Neil answered. He was act- 
ing chief at the time. 

“Chief,” said Lynch. 
sending you a fire!” 

All that O'Neil could say was, 
“What?” 

“That’s right,” Lynch said. 
“Just look out the window.” 

The car arrived at the fire 
house and firefighter Ralph 
Plummer took the situation in 
hand, literally. He beat the fire 
out, bare-handed, all by him- 
self.

Untangling Routes 38 and 62 


We've all been stuck in the intersection of Routes 38 and 62 in 
Wilmington. It does not matter if you're rushing to work, 
watching the clock run out on your lunch hour, or yearning to 
get home in the evening and cook dinner and send the kids off 
td soccer practice. 

We've also been in the right lane at the intersection, waiting to 
move forward and angling to get a jump on the guy in the left 
lane who has no plans of turning left. 

And, finally, we've all been shortchanged by the tricky yellow 
light as you head north on 38. According to officials at the 
Wilmington Police Department, who have spent recent months 
observing the lights at the intersection, it seems like north- 
bound motorists are denied a full run on a green light if, say, a 
three-second gap exists between you and the car in front of you. 
Naturally, such a setback creates a long, sluggish, two-headed 
automotive snake that starts separately on Routes 38 and 129, 
Joins forces at the fork in those roads and slithers up to the 
beleaguered lights. 

: How do you behead this snake and improve the intersection at 
Routes 38 and 62, so that traffic can run efficiently and smooth- 


- Some officials in Wilmington, such as Police Chief Bernard 
Nally, Deputy Chief Robert Spencer and Selectman Robert 
Palmer, have suggested remedies, but, to date, nobody on the 
state level seems eager to enact them, 

Currently, the intersection falls jointly under the supervision 
of MassHighway and the Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority while construction continues nearby. 

Here are some ideas, offered by Chief Nally during an inter- 
view with the Town Crier, that could finally tame the traffic at 
the intersection: 

1) Place clear markings that designate the left lanes as avail- 
able for left turns only. 

Firstly, paint those white arrows on the road that alert the dri- 
ver that, depending on which lane they are travelling, tell them 
whether they can only turn left, go straight, or bang a right. 

Secondly, place signs at the appropriate distance from the 
intersection on Church Street, Burlington Avenue and both sides 
of Route 38 that inform motorists about the turning options for 
the lanes that are ahead. 

Thirdly, also place a sign on top of the signals at the intersec- 
tion, so that motorists can be quickly reminded of their limited 
options as they approach the lights. 

2) Give drivers who wish to turn left a break by affording 
them a green arrow before the oncoming traffic across from 
them gets the go. 

3) If it can be proven to be practical and safe, provide 
motorists a chance to turn right on a red light onto Route 38 
South once they cross the Miceli Bridge on their way east from 
Burlington. 

4) If necessary, adjust the signals so that motorists are not so 
quickly cut short on a full run with a green light. 

This week, the Town Crier contacted MassHighway and spoke 
twice with E. J. Weldon, the Assistant Press Secretary for the 
Executive Office of Transportation. Weldon was receptive to 
the frustrations of local motorists who pass through the inter- 
section and took the time to speak with engineers and officials 
who would ultimately have to size up the situation and look at 
what can be done. Weldon encouraged town officials to docu- 
ment the problems at Routes 38 and 62 and fax a letter to his 
attention to 617-973-7007.

Will any of us ever forget the 
terrible ordeal of the Pizza? I 
remember it like it was yester- 
day.

I would consider the second 
most important point of the 
meeting to be the admission by 
(Mills Corporation representa- 
tive) Liz Links that this type of 
development would bring no 
additional revenue to the com- 
munity because any additional 
revenue would be absorbed by 
the costs to maintain the infra- 
structure needed to support the 
mall. She stated that 
Tewksbury’s operating budget 
was up there and the mall was- 
n't going to lessen the tax bite. 

The third most important 
point I got out of the meeting 
was that a 40B component 
could be part of the develop- 
ment. When asked about that, I 
believe Link said (again, I am 
not quoting) about 500 apart- 
ments. Interesting. Tewksbury

About two years ago I 
received a telephone call from 
Dorothy Lafionatis, of the 
Wilmington Historical 
Commission, asking if I would 
help a neighbor's child with 
information about the 
Middlesex Canal for a term 
paper. Of course I agreed. We 
spent a day together seeing the 
remains and | told him the 
story. He got an “A” on the 
paper, and then he said some- 
thing, which started me think- 
ing again: “Mrs. Bigwood, this 
should be taught in our 
schools.” 

Thad tried several times over 
the years, but was told there 
was no money to teach the 
teachers about the Canal. I 
have known for years that Rick 
Barry had taught Canal history 
in his class but this was only a 
small segment of the entire 
enrollment 

After initially contacting then- 


Superintendent Dr. O’Donnell, I 
met with Dr. Lori Nielsen, the 
Assistant Superintendent of 
Curriculum for the Wilmington 
School System. 

I hit paydirt! Dr. Nielsen 
arranged for us to meet with 
two Wilmington third grade 
teachers, Traci Benvenga from 
the Woburn Street School and 
Diane Flaherty from the 
Shawsheen Elementary School. 
We then invited all the third 
grade teachers to the Middlesex 
Canal Museum in North 
Billerica. Sixteen! I said in 
amazement - yes, there are 16 
third grade classes in 
Wilmington. The teachers spent 
most of a day with us as we 
explained as much as we could, 
showed slides, provided book- 
lets with lesson plans and 
viewed the Museum exhibits. 

This past May, I gave two con- 
secutive slide shows to the third 
grade students at the Woburn 
Street School. 


On May 20 through 23, all 
eight third grade classes from 
the Woburn Street School visit- 
ed the Museum - two classes 
one each of four days. Each 
class had about 22 students. 
Tom Dahill, the retired 
Emerson College Fine Arts 
Chairman, started the classes 
off by drawing for the students. 
Lunch time came quickly, 
which was preceded by the stu- 
dents drawing what they would 
expect to find along the canal 
on white paper stretched along 
24 feet of two long tables. They 
drew well! 

The instructors all had a good 
time as did the children. We 
were feeling quite content until 
someone reminded us that 
Billerica, next year’s new pro- 
gram, has 24 third grade class- 
es!

Former counsel should refund last year's salary 


Dear Editor: 

What advice would you expect 
from your attorney if you found 
that you were involved in a 
business deal that was specifi- 
cally prohibited by law? What 
if you entered it against the 
advice or endorsement of your 
associates? What if you 
already paid for your part of 
the deal? Would you attempt to 
get your money back? 

Most people in town know that 
an annual appointment for 
Town Counsel services with 
Michael Newhouse was recent- 
ly not renewed. The selectmen 
have been harangued and 
harassed-continuously since. 

Most people also know that 
Attorney Newhouse resigned as 
selectman in 2001 and was later 
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appointed as Town Counsel with 
3 votes from the Board of 
Selectmen. In 2002, his appoint- 
ment was renewed with 2 votes. 
This is important. 2 votes. No 
one else got two votes, and no 
one else got more, so he was 
appointed. That was enough 
because one _ selectman 
abstained, and one voted 
against, and one selectman was 
not in attendance at that meet- 
ing. (And later resigned. ) 

Any town counsel should be 
ready to advise the Board of 
Selectmen when they do some- 
thing that is not authorized by 
law. Medal tiene 9 
ing*of is Wilmington Bylaw, 
Section one (1) paragraph (4) 
which states that when the 
authority to appoint persons to 
town offices is given to the 
Board of Selectmen, that 
authority is given to the major- 
ity of that board. That means 
that regardless of the reason, 
three votes are required for any 
appointment. (Even if one 
were to argue that Selectman 
Garrant was missing from that 
meeting, he had not yet 
resigned. In addition, even if 
there were only four selectmen, 
a majority of four is also three. 
A majority is more than half.) 

Much as been said of Mr. 
Newhouse’s record. It has been 
stated at many public forums 
that he is an excellent attorney. 
This may be so, but I for one 
would want my legal counsel to 
be aware of the laws that he 
was advising me about. I would 
further expect that if there is a 
considerable controversy 
regarding decisions made by 
those that I am paid over 
$100,000 to advise, considerable 
research would be in order. 

So now that we know that last 
year’s appointment was not in 
compliance with the Bylaws of 
Wilmington, what do we do 
about the over $100,000 that the 
town paid for legal services? 
Did the town have the legal 
authority to pay money to an 
individual that was not legally 
appointed? If not, in these dire 
financial times, would it not be 


town? It would seem the hon- 
orable thing to do. 

I have been considering 
whether to submit this letter for 
several weeks. Some individu- 
als that I showed this letter to 
asked what I expected to gain 
by having it published. I was 
also warned to expect a back- 
lash from some of the 1,700 or 
so that signed his petition. My 
response was that, “Should I be 
worried that people will tell me 
that it makes no difference if he 
was appointed legally? We still 
like him!” 


What I am hoping to gain-in 
this letter is to have peop 
realize that even though 
current Board of Selectmén 
leave a great deal of room for 
improvement, they do repte- 
sent an improvement over the 
last one. They are opinionated 
and headstrong, but they are 
not corrupt. Every move they 
make is under tremendous 
scrutiny by people that would 
be more than willing to point 
out their mistakes, and I have 
not observed them make any 
illegal appointments . . . yet.! If 
they do, I'll be there to point it 
out. If they don’t, then I believe 


‘they deserve the time they need 


to get their job done. ! 
We must remember that it is 
only 10 months till the next 
election. Then everyone can 
voice his or her opinion. c 
Some readers may recall tHat 
several weeks ago I stated that 
we ought to let the selectmen 
do their jobs, then judge them 
on the results, In that letter I 
stated that I didn’t know who 
the Town Counsel would be and 
that two years ago it was nota 
question, most everyone knéw 
well in advance who would ‘be 
appointed. (I was rebukéd 
severely by another letter to the 
editor contributor who stated 
that this appointment was pre- 
ordained. That individual was 
wrong and owes an apology.) 
Also, about a year ago, I stat- 
ed to the Board of Selectmen 
(BOS) that I felt they did not 
comply with Wilmington Bylaw, 
Chapter 3, Section 19. That sée- 
tion states that all boards must 
adopt administrative rules and 
keep them on public file. The 
BOS have adopted rules for 
some procedures, and not for 
others. The section does not 
say that any board has the right 
to pick and choose. Anyone 
watching the BOS meetings edn 
see that they are not using“a 
predetermined format or set ‘f 
rules for how they run the 
take votes, ete. {I 
believe that this is an issue that 
needs to be addressed. - 
I feel that there will be con- 
stant criticisms of the meetings 
and the board members as 
as there is this perceived i - 
sistency as to how things get 
done. If the form becomes 
standardized, and is the saitie 
for all issues, then claims: '6f 
favoritism will evaporate, 
I feel that the town and its 
it have made ‘great 
strides lately, and I hope it will 
continue.

WILMINGTON - For more 
than 50 years, Camp 40 Acres 
has been dedicated to the youth 
of Wilmington and surrounding 
communities. 

Camp 40 Acres, as many peo- 
ple know, provides a place for 
children to spend time outdoors 
and learn about nature and 
gain an appreciation for the 
things that live and grow in 
such an environment. During 
the past few years, the camp 
has been making improvements 
oh its grounds and expanding 
the options for the children. 

‘The camp, which is a nonprof- 
it facility for children in 
Kindergarten through the sixth 
grade, is located on 40 acres of 
land off of Andover Street in 
Wilmington. The property, 
incidentally, is bordered by 153 
aeres of the Wilmington Town 
Forest. A variety of programs 
are offered there on a weekly 
basis. 

‘As many as 25 children attend 
the camp each week. The pro- 
grams, which are offered for 
full days, half days, early morn- 
ings or afternoons, cost any- 
where between $75 and $225. 


All of the money the camp 
receives through program fees 
and generous donations from 
local groups goes right back 
into the camp. The camp direc- 
tors were able to give a few 
scholarships to children who 
could not afford the camp, and 
hope to give many more in 
future years. 

Once at the camp, children 
can take part in a number of 
“outdoor adventures” that 
include taking nature hikes, 
learning survival techniques, 
identifying plants and trees 
with the on-staff biologist, and 
more. There is also a large fire 
pit, which allows for a fun 
finale to each week. 

In addition to the camp, many 
groups go to Camp 40 Acres for 
picnics and luncheons while 
other residents go camping on 
one of the five marked trails. 
‘To make the camp more acces- 
sible during non-camp hours, 
the Board of Directors is cur- 
rently overseeing many 
improvement projects through- 
out the camp. 

The biggest addition to the 
camp is a caretaker’s cabin, 
which will allow 24-hour access

The cabin, 
looking more like the modern 
home, is already partially com- 
plete. The foundation has been 
poured, the frame is up, the 
windows and doors have been 
installed, and the septic system 
is complete.

Get your Social Security online: 


WILMINGTON - The following 
information came from the 
Social Security eNews. For 
some people, a summer vaca- 
tion isn’t enough; lots of people 
tend to choose the summer 
months to retire. If you're 
thinking of “hanging it up” this 
summer, applying for the Social 
Security is probably on your “to 
do list.” 

If that’s the case, they suggest 
you apply for benefits online! 

If you'd like to make an 
appointment to apply over the 
phone or visit the nearest 
Social Security office, this can 
be accommodated. (Lowell 
Social Security Office, 26 
Palmer Street, Lowell, MA 978- 
452-5509). Why not just sit down 
at your PC and fill out the 
application in the comfort of 
your own home? 

Once you've completed the 
form, all you do is print it out, 
sign it and mail it along with 
certified copies of the docu- 
ments that are needed (such as 
your birth certificate, W2 form 
or tax return from last year).

Woburn District Court’s staff 
deserves praise for impressive 
results said the Hon. Marie O. 
Jackson, presiding justice of 
Woburn District Court. 

“We are able to make gigantic 
results with limited resources 
because of the commitment of 
the probation staff,” said 
Jackson. 

With total projected revenue 
from probation fees of $213,039 
and a projected average per 
probationer amount of $441, 
Woburn ranked eighth in the 
state for total projected collec- 
tions and had the second high- 
est per-probationer average 
(beaten only by Attleboro at 
$522.) 

While Woburn’s $213,039 might 
be only half of the revenue 
brought in by Worcester 
District Court, the press 
release noted, the significance 
is that Worcester -totaled 
$445,335 through 1,515 average 
monthly probation cases, 
whereas Woburn achieved its 
revenue total through 483 such 
cases. 

Furthermore, Woburn com- 
prised 20 percent of Middlesex 
County’s estimated probation 
supervision fees, while account- 
ing for less than 10 percent of 
its cases. 

Other Middlesex County dis- 
trict courts had projected per- 
probationer averages of: 

¢ Lowell, $20 (compared to 
$345 for nearby Lawrence)

e number of probationers 
and parolees monitored by the 
Electronic Bracelet Program of 
the Office of the Commissioner 
of Probation has climbed to 432 
this month, Of those, 67 are in 
Middlesex County, with six 
being tracked out of Woburn 
District Court, according to 
Deputy Commissioner of 
Probation Paul Lucci who over- 
sees the monitoring program. 

“It’s a very, very fluid pro- 
gram,” said Lucci, with, for 
example, Woburn (which 
includes Woburn, Reading, 
Winchester and Burlington) is 
tracking six currently, but hav- 
ing gone as high as 11 or 13. 

The program has tracked a 
total of 2,800 offenders in the 
Commonwealth since its incep- 
tion two years ago. 

The Electronic Monitoring 
Pfogram, referred to as ELMO 
by” probation officials, was 
designed to provide structure, 
control and accountability for 
probationers and parolees, as 
well as to offer an extra layer of 
supervision by probation offi- 
cers for communities, accord- 
ing to a press release on the 
program. 

The decision to release some- 
one with an electronic ankle 
monitoring bracelet is up to a 
judge who has the case infor-

Probation officers are respon- 
sible for hooking up the elec- 
tronic bracelet on an offender 
immediately following a judge’s 
decision.Probation —_ officers 
then create an itinerary (which 
details whether the individual 
is under constant house arrest 
or there are allowances for 
work or doctor appointments, 
ete.). 

It is then programmed into 
the central office computers 
and an alarm is activated if the 
offender is not within a certain 
distance of the monitoring 
device, unless it is at a pro- 
grammed time the individual is 
allowed to be outside the home. 

Tampering of any kind with 
the device also sends an alarm. 

If there is a breach, the chief 
probation officer is notified and 
has the authority to issue a 
warrant. 

“We can tell 24 hours a day 
when they're in the home,” he 
said. When they have a judge’s 
permission to leave the home 
for work or a doctor’s appoint- 
ment is when it gets more 
tricky, Lucci said, and when the 
probation officers’ vigilance 
and advanced technology come 
more into play. 

According to Lucci, the ELMO 
program uses a number of 
state-of-the-art devices, one of 
which is a wand that allows a 
probation officer to drive by 
any location where an offender 
is (or is supposed to be) - home, 
work, doctor’s appointment, 
etc. - and read the bracelet of 
the individual by simply point-

The problem 
is people aren’t like cars with 
Lo-Jack so tracking them after 
they’ve skedaddled from the 
bracelet requires more difficult 
old-fashioned detective work or 
just plain luck (sometimes the 
individuals return by the time 
police arrive at their home, and 
on occasion, there has been a 
rare glitch in the system which 
triggered an alarm, said 
Winchester). 

Of nearly 2,900 people in the 
past two years, Lucci said, war- 
rants have been issued for only 
150!

agreement between NET and 
B&M.” The board was notified 
by its attorney, Jacobi & Chase 
of Milford, Connecticut. 

‘The order, in regard to a pro- 
posed expansion, states “in 
order for New England 
Transrail to construct and oper- 
ate its proposed new rail line, it 
must seek construction authori- 
ty from the board in a separate 
filing” under 49 U.S.C. 10901 and 
49 CFR 1150, and that upon the 
filing, the board’s Section of 
Environmental Analysis will 
conduct “appropriate level of 
environmental review of the 
proposed new rail line construc- 
tion and operation, pursuant to 
the National Environmental 
Policy Act (NEPA) and the 
board’s rules implementing 
NEPA.” 

The existing line is a spur off 
the line running north-south 
through Wilmington and 
Woburn. 

For two years now, officials 
and activists in Wilmington and 
Woburn have banded together 
as watchdogs of the Olin prop- 
erty and other sites that affect 
both communities. 

A contingent of 
Massachusetts legislators, 
which includes _ Senators 
Edward Kennedy and John 
Kerry and Representatives 
Edward Markey and John 
Tierney, agrees that the Olin 
property, on which the project 
is proposed, has a long and sor- 
did history of environmental 


degradation and chemical cont- 
amination. 
Last August, Wilmington 


formed the Citizens Advisory 


Panel, which has since hired an 
environmental consultant to 
analyze the progress in regard 
to the efforts to rid the Olin site 
of all contaminants. The afore- 
mentioned congressmen have 
noted that the work of con- 
cerned citizens in Wilmington 
and Woburn to catalogue the 
long-standing and pervasive 
contamination at the site has 
been exhaustive. 

Officials in both communities, 
including Wilmington Town 
Manager Michael Caira, 
Woburn Mayor John Curran 
and State Representatives 
James Miceli and Carol 
Donovan, have _ strongly 
opposed New England 
Transrail’s proposed project 
because they feel it would exac- 
erbate an already precarious 
environmental situation. 

The area’s congressional dele- 
gation wrote to the Surface 
Transportation Board in antici- 
pation of New England 
Transrail’s expected filing to 
seek authority to construct a 
new half-mile line to link to the 
existing B&M line. The segment 
is necessary to serve the 
planned railroad facility. 

“We respectfully request that 
the project be evaluated under 
the most stringent possible 
environmental standards,” the 
legislators said in their letter. 

The legislators also asked that 
a full “Environmental Impact 
Statement be issued for public 
review and comment, and that 
all environmental issues be 
fully addressed and mitigated 
before any construction could 
begin” at the site.

LOWELL - Only a couple of 
months removed from high 
school, 18-year old Shawn Scott 
is rolling through the 
Merrimack Valley golf circuit. 
In June he finished fourth 
place in the Lowell City Golf 
Tournament, and earlier this 
month he won the Long 
Meadow Golf Club junior cham- 
pionship, shooting an event 

record 4-under par. 

Last week, Scott recorded his 
biggest win to date. Scott 
parred the final three holes for 
a one stroke victory over Doug 
Parigian in the Long Meadow 
GC men's club championship. 


"It's the biggest tournament 
I've ever won," said Scott. "I 
have won junior tournaments, 
but this is first men's tourna- 
ment that I won." 


Scott started the final round 
one shot behind leader John 


Breen, But then Scott charged 
ahead, shooting 2-under par on 
the front nine to take a six shot 


lead over a faltering Breen. 
Scott's charge was keyed by a 
putting adjustment. Over the 
first 36 holes, he had pushed 
many of his putts right, so ten 
minutes before his group teed 
off he went to the putting green 
and tweaked his swing. 

It paid immediate dividends. 
He began the final round with a 
15-foot putt for birdie. He con- 
tinued to cruise with birdies on 
holes two and four. 

The only set-back was a dou- 
ble bogey on the fifth hole, a 
difficult 181 yard, par-3 hole 
with an uphill fairway. 

"Long Meadow is a nine hole 
so we play each hole 
twice (per round)," said Scott. 
"(In the club championship) I 
made four pars, a birdie and 
then a double bogey on (the 
fifth) hole. I played it well all 
week. Par on that hole is great 
score." 

Scott held a four shot lead 
over Breen with three holes 
remaining, and felt he had the 
tournament well in hand. Then 
he heard the news. While he 
lined up a treacherous 25-foot, 
uphill putt on the two-tiered 
16th green, he was informed by 
Long Meadow club professional 


Gene Manley that former club 
champion - and this year's 
Lowell City Champion - Doug 
Parigian had completed a 
scorching 5-under par final 
round. Suddenly, what Scott 
had assumed was a four stroke 
lead over Breen evaporated 
into a one stroke lead over 
Nn. 

"At that point I got pretty ner- 
vous," said Scott. "I didn't know 
Parigian was playing well." 

His putt on the 16th green 
stopped three feet short of the 
cup, and he tapped in for par. 
He followed suit on the next two 
holes, two-putting each for par 
and the win. Afterwards he was 
thankful for the added pres- 
sure. 

"At first I was surprised (by 
Parigian's score)," said Scott. 
"But as weird as it sounds, it 
almost made it more fun. 
Having been able to par the 
final three holes with the pres- 
sure on felt good. I've played in 
lot of tournaments, and I've 
won a few, but that's the most 
pressure I've ever been under." 

Scott remained composed 
despite the pressure, because 
he has learned to expect it. 

"I'm not saying I knew I was 
going to win the tournament, 
but going into the club champi- 
onship I thought I had a chance 
to win," said Scott. "So when I 
got in position to win I was fair- 
ly comfortable with it. I 
learned you have to have that 
approach or else you won't play 
well." 

In the first round, Scott shot 
an even par 72, placing him ina 
three-way tie for lead. In the 
second round, he shot a l-over 
par 73. He took the lead on the 
10th hole, and remained ahead 
until the 18th hole, when a 
bogey dropped him to one 
stroke behind Breen, and seven 
strokes ahead of the strong fin- 
ishing Parigian. In the final 
round, he shot another 1-over 
par 73, to finish the tournament 
at 2-over par with a combined 
score of 218. 

Scott's next tournament will 
be the qualifying round for the 
U.S. Amateur Championships 
on July 27 at Falmouth Country 
Club in Falmouth, ME.

lap upon lap around the track, 
it was always the lanky teen 
against the distance. 

Montgomery continues a 
battle against an entirely dif- 
ferent opponent after tragedy 
struck little more than a year 
ago, but Ronnie isn’t fighting 
the battle alone anymore. 

“He's the kind of kid that if 
he had met you before, and he 
saw you walking down the 
street, he would cross the 
street to say hello to you,” said 
Stoneham resident Karen 
Montgomery, Ronnie’s mom 
and biggest supporter over the 
last year. 

The twenty three year-old 
was the victim of a horrific 
one-car accident on July 4, 
2002 that irrevocably altered 
his young and promising 20 
year-old life. 

Ronnie has spent the last 
nine months of his life in a 
pair of rehab facilities learn- 
ing again to speak, eat and do 
many of the things that get lost 
in the hustle and bustle of 
everyday humanity. 

“He had to learn to walk 
again, eat again...he “didn’t 
talk for six months,” said 
Karen Montgomery of the long 
recovery road. “A few days 
before Christmas, he said 
‘Dad’ and we really got the 
goose’ bumps when he said 
that.” 

Ronnie's friends and family 
have witnessed the sometimes 
painful and oftentimes inspir- 
ing effort that their brave col- 
lege buddy, son, brother, 
nephew, cousin or employee, 
has put into regaining a 
foothold in a normal life.

“He has a hard time with 
bruising and being really 
uncomfortable in the chair,” 
said Karen Montgomery, “It’s 
got special features and it’s 
specifically designed for Ron- 
nie’s needs." 

Karen Montgomery is in a 
Catch-22 trying to purchase the 
chair herself, as Ronnie doesn’t 
have medical insurance and 
relies on Medicaid, Karen 
attempted to battle the Medic- 
aid bureaucracy to fund the 
chair, but found the process too

“He was a young kid whose 
only assets were bills and a 
car,” said Karen of Ronnie, who 
was taking a semester off from 
Merrimack at the time of the 
accident. 

“We know the wheelchair is 
going to cost approximately 
$6,000 and we'd like to get Ron- 
nie involved in some activities 
like water therapy that can 
really help recover from these 
kinds of injuries,” added Karen 
Montgomery. “So far, the out- 
pouring of support has been 
unbelievable, and we're just 
hoping for a really good day on 
Sunday.” 

Ronnie lost control of his 
car which then flipped upside 
down on that fateful Fourth of 
July, and Montgomery, not 
employing the use of a seat 
belt, was ejected from the hor- 
rible wreck. Karen and Rick Sr. 
got word of the accident, and 
rushed home from their Gray, 
Maine vacation home to check 
on their badly injured son. 

‘The news was every parent’s 
nightmare. Ricky had endured 
damage to several nerve areas 
of his brain stem, and he was 
in a coma. 


“It was a traumatic brain 
injury.” said Ronnie's mom of 
what is, by doctor's estima- 
tions, considered to be 
irreparable damage. “He's had 
particular difficulty with his 
left side...The doctor's said it 
could be weeks and months or 
he could never have woken up 
from the coma. They told us 
that he would disabled for the 
rest of his life.” 

But Ronnie did wake up, and 
he’s been progressing well in 
his recovery. 

Ricky wouldn't wake up for 
three months, and there was a 
long road ahead once his eyes 
fluttered open for the first time 
in nearly 100 days. 

‘The doctor's at Spaulding 
were very impressed with his 
speech,” said a proud Karen as 
she beamed a smile at her 
eldest son. “His voice sounds 
exactly like it used to...even if 
it’s dike a whisper sometimes.” 

The SHS Class of 1998 grad- 
uate spent a month at Boston 
Medical Center recovering, 

The long-time running and 
car enthusiast had to learn 
everything again from scratch. 


According to Karen Mont- 
gomery, doctors told her that 
Ricky may never speak, or 
walk, or run again. 

He began an arduous reha- 
bilitation process that includes 
re-learning the control of his 
spastically-charged muscle 
movements, and being confined 
to an often uncomfortable 
wheelchair. 

Though his body has, in 
some ways, betrayed him after 
the accident, there is still 
ample evidence of the Ronnie 
Montgomery described as “a 
great kid” and “a very hard 
worker.” 

Though he has some diffi- 
culty in communicating his 
thoughts, a spirited glint still 
remains in Ronnie's eyes when 
he gives the thumbs up, and 
the firmness has not had 
escaped his strong handshake. 

The kind of attributes that 
have made Ronnie a battler 
were apparent to many of his 
coaches and co-workers, includ- 
ing Stoneham High track coach
